O. U. FOR THE N. W. 

The Winnipeg Free Press has undertaken 
to. advocate commercial union with the 
States on behalf of the North-West, and in 
a late issue devetes a colunin and a quarter 
to arguing the case. It is a somewhat re- 
markable fact that the advocates of this 
scheme in dealing with the question confine 
themselves to proving what noone doubts 
—at least ne free trader, and very few 
protectionists attempt to deny—that the 
more unrestricted trade is the better 
for both parties trading. They love to 
deal in glittering generalities, assuming 
with the greatest effrontry that certain 
results would follow the adoption of 
their plans when there is not the slightest 
warrant in reason or experience for the sup- 
position. They neglect to speak of the 
conditions which they admit must be at- 
tached to the securing of unrestricted trade 
with the States which make the scheme one 
not of free trade but of high tarifl—a tariff 
practically under foreign control. They 
bring up the alleged advantages of the old 
reciprocity treaty and say, If restricted reci- 
procity did so much for the eountry would 
not unrestricted reciprocity do much more? 
They do not point out that the two kinds of 
reciprocity are alike chiefly in name. Ra- 
strictcd reciprocity gives free trade in 
certain articles between two certain coun- 
tries, and leaves both free in other mat 
ters of their own tariffs and in their re- 
lations with other countries. Unre- 
stricted reciprocity as proposed between 
Canada and the States leaves neither free iu 
any part of their common tariff or in their 
relations with other countries. To assert 
that Canada could control the common 
tariff to her own advantage is to assert that 
the tailcan wag the dog. And to admit 
that the United States could control it is to 
admit that it would be controlled to the 
anvantage of that country and the disad- 
vantage of Canada. A favorite plea is that 
the expense of maintaining custom houses 
along the long lines between the two coun 
tries would be done away with. It should 
strike any one that these custom houses are 
not kept up merely for fun, or in order te 
spend money. They are the means by which 
a large proportion of the taxes neceasary to 
conduct the government of the country are 
collected. It does not need much argument 
to prove that if the country could be run 
without taxes the people would be much 
richer, and it may be thatthrough the cus- 
tom houses is not the fairest way to collect 
taxes; but the commercial unionists neglect 
to point out any means by which if the 
objectionable custom houses were cleared 
away to-merrow the collection of the amount 
of taxes now collected through them by 
other and quite as expensive means could be 
dispensed with. Similarly, lugging in the 
fisheries question they declare that if com- 
mercial union is seoured by the concession of 
the fisheries, all. chance of future disputes 
between Canada and the States will be done 
away with. It is one of the conditions of 


life in this world that certain responsibilities 


fall to the lot of individuals and of nations, 
and the frst of these is the preservation of 
their richte, as individuals or nations. Can. 
ada can only shirk tho responsibility of pro- 
tecting ite rights from the States by adinit- 
ting that it hae uone, or by assuming a share 
of the far mreater ‘responsibilities of the 
States. There is no escape from this rospon · 
ability of existence as long as existence 
laste and no individual or nation can de 
more than bring degradatien and ruin upon 
their own beads by attempting it.

lion dollars worth to the States. What these 
figures prove the Press neglects to say, but 
they certainly do not prove that the market 
tor North-West.exporte in the United States 
is sufficiently large to warrant the giving up 
of the control of our own revenues in order 


to secure it. They do prove that the pwople 
of the North-West have paid avery large 
sum per head in taxes te the federal treasury. 
But these same people have since by an 
overwhelming majority at the polls declared 
their willingness to continue to do 0. Ag 


soon as they become dissatisfied with pay- 


ing so inuch they have the means by which 
they can cause the taxes to be reduced. It 
is surely better that they should keep the 
power of taxing theniselves for the support 
of their ewn government—and the protec- 
tion of their own industries, if they think fit 
—in their own hands rather than hand it 
over tothe moneyed rings at Washington to 
have it regulated for the advantage of the 


foreign and hostile interests which control 


matters there. 

There are products of Canada for which 
there is a market in the States, but it is 
not apparent that commercial union, or 
restricted reciprocity even, is necessary in 
order to allow them to enter that market. 
What the United Stutes has that Canada 
wauts she buys and pays the duty on, which 
she levies herself by way of taxes. If she 
did not want it she would not buy it even if 
there was no duty, and if she wants a very 
considerable quantity of any special article 
she lowers the duty or takes it off alto- 
gether, This she has done lately in the case 
of United States coal and breeding cattle. 
Similarly what Canada has that the United 
States wants she buys and pays the duty on, 
and when the demand ie very great she takes 
off the duty. This she has done in the case 
of raw furs, up to the last year or two the 
chief export of the North-West, and also in 
the case of eggs, an important Ontario ex- 
port. Choice Canadian cattle, horses and 
Darley find a certain market in the States, not 
because they are cheap but because they are 
good, and it must be remembered that al - 
though a lowering of the U. S. tariff might 
somewhat increase this trade, inasmuch as 
the quality, not the price, is the attraction, 
the amount ofduty is only a secondary con- 
sideration. Notwithstanding the high duty 
good stock and barley find a market in the 
States, but the duty could not be put low 
enough to make a market there for scrub 
cattle or poor grain. There is a demand in 
the United States for Canadian lumber, but 
considering that Canada has placed an ex- 
port duty on that product it does not seein 
that she need beg for a lewering of the 
United States tariff in order to increase her 
sales, The Press scores an imaginary point 
in regard to a market for Alberta coal south 
of the boundary.

thing it knows that not the United States 
tariff but the C. P. R. monopoly le what 
keeps that coal out of the States. A little 
more devotion to the popular cause, and a 
little less time serving and grasping after 
personal power by certain newspapers and 
politicians of Manitoba aud the North-Weet

open the United States market for Alberta 
coal in shorter time and with more advant- 
age than the propesed scheme of com - 
mercial serfdom.

Does not the 
United States now offer, and when will it 
cease offering, opportunities for the invest- 
ment of ite own capital within its own bor - 
ders without having to seek outside fields, 
as Canada would still be—se ite advocates 
claim—under commercial union? Canada 
now has more than commercial union— 
which adinits our products practically free 
while allowing us to tax hers as high as we 
please—and political union aswell, with a 
country that has investments in every land, 
whose enterprise has circled the world, 
which has millions for outside investment 
where the United States has net a cent, and 
still these resources lie idle. The trouble is 
not with eur connections but with ourtelves. 
The remedy is not to cut off the advantage- 
ous connection we now have for one less ad- 
vantageous in every respect, except in that 
of distance, not to try to shirk the weighty 
responsibilities which are inherent to the 
position we eccupy in the world, not to call 
upon our rivals and enemies to save us from 
our own blindness and folly; but to rise to 
our responsibilities as a nation, the owners

Since the order by the inland revenue 
department against the brewing of beer in 
the North-West there has been considerable 
public and private discussion as to the merits 
or demerits of the order and also of the beer. 
Very many things regarding North-West 
beer are taken fer granted or stated as if 
granted, 7 — — upon the — od 
taken by the person arguing than upon the 
facte regarding the beer. As ite cuntribution 
to the discussion the Buuuetm has taken 
means to find out as exactly as may be just 
what North-West beer is and how it is made 
so that there will be some definite ground to 
go upon in discussing the advantages or dis- 
advantages of permitting er prohibiting ite 
manufacture and sale. It is generally al- 
luded to as hop“ beer, which it is taken for 
granted isa light and not necessarily un- 
wholesoue or intoxicating article. Such was 
the beer that was first brewed in the North- 
West when the prohibitory law was more 
strictly enforced than it has been of late 
years. The recipe for ite .nanufacture is as 
follows: To4lbs of pressed hops take 40 
zallons of water. Boil the hops in the water 
fortwo hours. Strain the water off the hops 
into a barrel and add 20 lbs of sugar. Let 
the liquor cool to blood heat and add a quart 
of hop yeast. Let it work for twelve hours. 
Run it into kegs and use in 24 hours. Such 
liquor will keep about two weeks or even 
lenger by adding a little sugar. This liquor 
had the merit, if net drugged, as of course it 
frequently was,of being comparatively harm- 
less, but it had the disadvantage of a not 
very pleasant taste and of requiring a very 
large quantity to make drunk come. Since 
the laxity in the enforcement of the law has 
become particularly marked it has been re- 
placed almost entirely by the following re- 
cipe: Put into a vat 40 lbs crushed barley 
and pour over it 40 gallons of water at blood 
heat. Let it soak for six hours. Take ( 
„ of pressed hops and boil for two 

ours in ten gallons of water. Draw the water 
off the barley and strain it and the water off the 
hops into a barrel together, and add 20 lbs of 
sugar with a quart of hop yeast. Allow to 
work for twelve hours. Then draw off into 
kegs and let stand 24 hours when it is fit for 
use. If placed in tight kegs it will remain 
good for twe weeks or longer if sugar is add- 
ed, but if bottled tightly will keep as long an 
required. This heer is intoxicating and by 
increasing the proportion of barley, sugar 
and hops can he made as a ae as may 
be desired, even without drugs. ie differ- 
ence between Canadian strong beer and this 
brand of the North-West article is that malt, 
which is sprouted barley, instead of merely 
crushed barley is used in the former, and 
only about half as mucli barley and little or 
no sugar is required to giveequal strength.
